Alfred G. Robyn, song and operatic 
composer, probably the best known of 
St. Louis musicians, will move to New 
York early in May, and. will succeed 
Clarence Eddy as organist of the Tomp- 
kins Avenue Congregational Church, 
Brooklyn, the largest church of its de- 
nomination in America. 

He said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Thursday, when questioned about his 
plans, that arrangements for his depar- 
ture were complete, except as to his 
withdrawal as organist of Temple Israel. 

His contract with Rabbi Harrison’s 
congregation extends into next season. 
“But I feel sure,’ he said, ‘“‘that the 
Temple will give its consent, in view of 
our pleasant relations, and in view of 
the great advantage which the change 
will bring to me. 

Te Centinue With Amphion, 

“Shortly after beginning my work at 
the Temple, I received an offer from 
the Brick Presbyterian Church on Fifth 
Avenue, New York, which I was desir- 
ous of accepting, but I did not wish to 
ask the Temple to release me from my 
contract so soon after making it. But 
now the opportunities in New York seem 
so great that. I would not feel justified 
ir. neglecting them.

Campbell Cummings An- 
| nounces He Will Protect 
Any Who Shows Up 
~’ Combine. 


Campbell Cummings, special repre- 
sentative of Attorney-General Major in 
the Beef Trust inquiry, announced 
Thursday that he would. grant immu- 
nity from testifying to anyone furnish- 
ing him information to show an agree- 
ment among the packing companies to 
regulate, control or fix the prices of 
livestock, meat or provisions. 

“Any persons bringing me informa- 
tion at my office, 801 Times Building,”’ 
Cummings ‘said, ‘“‘will be protected 
from publicity, and will not be re- 
quired to give testimony. This pro- 
mise is made because some of those 
who might give valuable information 
would not wish to appear as witnesses.” 

Work Was Retarded. 

Cummings, .who was appointed Jan. 
29 to assist the Attorney-General in the 
investigation, has since that time been 
investigating packing houses and offices 
both in St. Louis and on the East Side. 
He says the packers ha--e made the ut« 
most efforts to keep him from getting 
information of the kind which ‘he State 
is. seeking. 

One of the points -which Cummings 
is investigating is the reported relation 
of the St. Louis Dressed Beef and. Pro- 
vision Co. to the trust. 

Information has réached him to tHe 
effect that the St. Louis concern, which 
was until recently looked on as inde- 
pendent, now gets its supplies shipped 
from Chicago in cars of the National 
Packing Co. The latter company is re- 
garded as “holding” company for the 
trust. 

Judge -Daniel “Dillon is the commis- 
sioner appointed to conduct the hear- 
ings. 

These will be held in St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City and St. Joseph, and deposi- 
tions will be taken in East St, Louis and 
Chicago. 

The report now being investigated for 
the Attorney-General by Cummings is 
that the National Packing Co. no longer 
has offices or coolers in St. Louis. 
These, it is believed; have been done 
away with since the new relations be- 
tween the supposed independent com- 
pany and the trust commeneed. 

Has Coclers tn St. Louis. 

The St. Louis Dressed Beef and Pro- 
vision Co. has coolers at Third - street 
and Lucas avenue and in North and 
South St. Louis, while its offices are 
at Vandeventer avenue and Papin 
street. 

The Attorney-General’s inquiry is di- 
rected toward ascertaining. whether any 
combinetion or tnlawful understanding 
exists in- fixing the prices of food com- 
modities dealt in by the packing con- 
cerns.

dation and devote his entire time to the. 


philanthropic work undertaken by his 
fathey. 

To this end young Mr. Rockefeller re- 
signed as a director of the Standard Oil 
Co. on Jan. 11, 

Mr. Rockefeller this week severed his 
connection with the United States Steel 
Corporation and plans to retire from all 
active business relations that he may be 
unhampered in the direction of the 
Rockefeller Foundation. 

The control and direction of the vast 


sums of the Rockefeller Foundation in-* 


volves a task which will require the un- 
divided enegries of young Mr. Rocke- 
feller for years to come. 

The plan of the “Rockefeller founda- 
tion,” a charter for which has been in- 
troduced in the United States Senate, is 
designed to crown the past achievements 
of John D. Rockefeller in the philanthro- 
ic line by affording &@ new source 
of benefits to humanfty that have no 
limitation in scope, time, country. or 
race, according to statements made to- 
day by Starr J. Murphy, legal advisor 
and personal representative of Mr. 
Rockefeller in many of his. philanthropic 
enterprises, and Fred T. Gates. 

The “Foundation” is to be Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s final and most comprehensive 
means of doing good in the world with 
his money, not only while he lives, but 
possibly for centuries after he is dead. 

Neither Mr. Murphy nor Mr. Gates 
would attempt to estimate the probable 
amount of the Rockefeller fortune, 
which is to go into the foundation, but 
it is declared that the bulk of his vast 
millions, estimated at from $300,000,000 to 
$1,000,000,000. will eventually be disposed 
of through this channel. 


Millionaire’s Statement, 
Mr. Rockefeller is now in Reoticn. 


Ga., where he gave out this statement: 

“Just at this time I do not care to 
have enything to say. I'll wait until I 
gee what they are going to do up there. 
However, you may rest assured it is not 
anything that'll do harm to anybody.” 

All humanity is to be included in the 
scope of MF. Rockefeller’s beneficience. 
One purpose of the plans fs to have a 
fund ready at all times that can be 
shifted from one philanthropy to an- 
other as needed.

Sehutz Thinks City Can Win. 

An appeal to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission is not favored by Council- 
man Schutz, leader of the fight against 
the monopoly’s tolls. 

A complete abolition of the excessive 
tolls, Mr. Schutz contends, can be ac- 
complished by compelling the Terminal 
Association and its 14 proprietary tom- 
panies to accept as a condition of any 
further grants or legislation a mileage 
basis of compensation for transporting 
freight and passengeérs across the river. 

While it is admitted that the Munici- 
pal Assembly has no authority to fix 
interstate rates, Councilman Schutz be- 
lieves. tuat St. Louis and the railroads, 
including the Terminal Association, may 
enter into a contract which would make 
the removal of the arbitraries a consid- 
eration for any privileges extended. 

The vacation of streets in the Ranken 
tract and the validation of illegal tracks 
in the Mill Creek Valley, Mr. Schutz 
holds, can be conditioned on the Termi- 
nal’s abolition of its tolls. This princi- 
ple has been recognized by attorneys 
for the M., K. & T. Terminal Co. 

When it was proposed to establish a 
maximum of $2 each for cars switched 
by that company, Attorney Joseph L. 
Bryson conceded that, if his corpora- 
tion accepted the rate as a considera- 
tion of the grant sought, the contract 
would be legally binding. The M., K. & 
T.. Terminal C9. objected to the maxi- 
mum, however, en the ground that such 
@ limitation of its earnings would ren- 
Ger difficult the floating ifs bonds. 

Bridge Fares Reduted at Omaha. 

The Interstate Commerce ,Commission 
recently prenounced on thé subject of 
rates across an interurban bridge over 
thé Missouri River between / Omaha, 
Neb., and Ceuncil Bluffs, Io» Merchants 
at Omaha complained that the fare—i¢ 
and 16 cents a passenger—was too high. 

The charge for the trip between the 
business districts of the two cities was 
and still is 10 cents. The fare from the 
residence district of Council Bluffs to 
the commercial center of Omaha ‘was 
15 cents. 

This latter rate was reduced to 10 
cents by the commission, but the other 
was allowed to stand. :

The affidavit further says that 
Newton endeavored to persuade the 
two witnesses brought by Harris to 
tell him what they knew, and that 
they refused to do,so. The affidavit 
states that because of this refusal of 
the witnesses to talk and because 
they were brought into court by Har- 
ris, Newton believes they were in- 
fluenced’ bv Harris. 

rthur N. Sager, representing Harris 
& Lightner, said after the filing of the 
indictment that Harris had not urged 
the witnesses to come to: court, but 
that he (Sager) had done it and that he 
had also urged them against Ghia tes- 
timony for the State. , 

Sager said that the three witnesses 
as employes of Harris and Lightrer 
had a constitutional right to refuse to 
give testimony which might harm: them 
or make them co-defendants in the case.

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Mapors No. 1” in “Settling the Terminal Prob- 
lem,” outlined in Monday’s Post- Dispatch, shows 
the. fatuity of considering terminal costs as a 
legitimate charge against the business of the city. 

More than extension of trackage is extension 
of terminal facilities the remedy for freight con- 
gestion. James J. Hill pointed this out four 
years ago. The activities of the railroads have 
proved’ it. The great systems have been spend- 
ing more for enlarged terminals in the great 
cities than for any. other purposes. The ¢n- 
larged terminals are the necessities of the rail- 
roads. The need is born of expanding trade in 
country as well as city. 

These extensions and expenditures mark the 
efforts of the railroads to meet their increasing 
traffie obligations. They are railroad improve- 
ments for the benefit and profit of the railroads. 
The investments are made by the railroads and 
the cost of maintenance is paic out of their gen- 
eral funds. 

If the commerce of a city is taxed for the 
maintenance of terminals, intreasing the cost of 
the. terminals necessarily increases the amount of 
the tax. As terminal facilities must be in 
creased, the tax, too, must be imcreasec in 
amount if not in rate. 

Since 1874 St.. Louis commerce has paid such 
a tax. Business has been under restraint. If it 
has increased it has increased despite the tax. 
But as terminal facilities and terminal costs in- 
crease, business must carry new burdens. If St. 
Louis business can continue to grow despite the 
tax, it must some day reach a point where it 
it will cease to grow because of the tax. 

If St. Louis commerce is to expand it must be 
relieved of the unusual and extraordinary burden 
it has -borne for 36 years. It must:be freed from 
the excessive tribute exacted. It must be un- 
hampered. It must not be asked to support what 
is admittedly a charge against the general busi- 
ness of the railroads.

FARMING FOR WOMEN. 
Missouri is to have the problem of farm life 
for women worked out by the experimental meth- 
od. A tract of 20 acres will be set apart for the 
purpose. Miss Herta A. Toeppen, a graduate of 
the Missouri Botanical School of Gardening, is to 
conduct the experiment, In the Magazine Sec- 
tion of the Post-Dispatch next Sunday will be 
published a summary of the lines ‘along which 
the trial will be carrfed on and a review of the 
plans projected by those. who have it in charge. 
So far as possible, the farm will be made a 
model in every respect.. The aim will be to dem- 
onstrate farming as an industry for women. Vir- 
tually all the work of the farm will be done 
by women. Miss Toeppen is quoted as saying: 
Tt is a mistake to think that girls-are not phy- 
sically equal to the work required on a farm. 
At first, of course, many of them must begin witb’ 
lighter tasks; but the exercise in the open aif,} 
the absence of rush and worry, and the nutri- 
tious, strengthening food they eat, will soon put 
new life into them.” ,

The terminal situation in St. Louls and the whole 
United States this year has been summed up for the 
raliroads by Theodore P, Shonts of the Chicago & 
Alton. He bas said what no one has denied or will 
deny, that the railroads cannot handle the increas- 
ing business of the cities as it comes in to them from 
the whole country without terminals wig Pam. d as 
fast as the business does. 

“The greatest obstacle the railroads of the 
country have to overcome if they are permitted 
to operate and expand as the traffic of the coun- 
try grows,” this expert w ites, “is the providing 
of adequate terminals. It is an easy matter to 
lay rails between important centers and to run 
trains over them. ‘The difficulty is to provide 
terminals sufficiently large to permit the expedi- 
tious disposition of the traffic at terminal points. 
The growth of great cities and the consequent 
enormous increase in real estate values have made 
terminal property to the extent that conditions 
demand, almost prohibitive, so that only the very 
richest railroads and those whose credit is most 
firmly established can hope to prévide adequate 
facilities.”

the benefit of genera] business. 

There {s no other answer possible. This is the his- 
tory St. Louis is making in 1910 as it began making 
it in 1874. After the opening of the Eads Bridge, the 
present terminal monopoly began with the Union 
Railw and Transit Co. of St. Louis, chartered in 
both Illinois and Missouri. When these two compa- 
nies undertook to handle St. Louis: freight, the city 
gave them what they needed. When they combined 
with the Union Depot Co., capital $1,000,000, they stil! 
got what they needed. When they formed two more 
companies and all five combined as the Termina] Rail- 
road Companies of St. Louis and East St. Louis, oper- 
ating with the St. Louis Bridge .Co.,-they still found 
the city more than generous in dealing with them. 

Everything the city gave them was made the basis 
of their capitalized property values and they have 
taxed the city as this value increased. Between 1882 
and 1889, when the present monopoly was organized 
by Jay Gould as a consolidation, this system was 
fixed on St. Louis. Under it St. Louis terminal busi- 
ness was cut out of railroad business and made the 
basis of local taxation on the city’s commerce. 

From that beginning everything spent for terminals 
and everything the city gives or concedes for them 
inside its own limits, has been the base for fixed 
charges and a terminal taxation on St. Louis busi- 
ness. The long story of “hook and crook’’ methods 
in St. Louis politics is part of this disastrous blun- 
der. Under these precedents, the more the city gives 
in terminals to enable its railroads to._carry on their 
general business, the more it must pay in “meeting 
tue enormous cost”’ of railroad systems whose ends 
are inside its city limits, That situation is now fm- 
possible. The only answer to the terminal question 
is that the terminal business is railroad business and 
nothing else.

Did it ever strike’ 
you, my friend, that many a man is driven by high 
prices to the glass of beer, and the free lunch that 
goes with it, in order, perhaps, to save a little more 
for the wee ones at home? Am far from being an 
advocate of the use of UMquor as a beverage, but 
must say our sympathy goes out to the victim, and 
hatred to the cause, a system which foists innumera- 
ble parasites on the laboring class, a horde of non- 
producers, system made and system paid, wresting 
from the family, not only the.lpxuries of life, to 
whom none are as justly entitled, but even the neces- 
sities which serve to keep soul and body together. 
“Merchant,” in your issue of Feb. 19, throws the 
blame on the labor unions. Like many of his class 
—oh, so many—he is poorly posted if he does not know 
that statistics prove that wages have not kept pace 
with prices. Suppose, Mr. Merchant, that the labor- 
ing class would dispense with your services; buy from 
big firms what they could not produce themselves—or 
form co-operative stores for their own benefit, how 
long would you last?

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MENACING THE PRESS. 


From the New York World, 

For the avowed purpose of punishing 
offenders against the postal laws, the 
Senate on the 17th of February passed 
a bill introduced by Mr, Cummins re- 
quiring all corporations to appear in 
any district of the United States in 
which a prosecution may be instituted 
against them, under the penalty of be- 
ing proceeded against in default of 
such appearance with the same force 
and effect as if they had appeared. 
This bill amends not the postal laws 
but the criminal laws. There is not a 
word in it that refers to offenses 
against the postal laws. It proposes for 
the first’ time in the history of the 
United States to authorize prosecutions | 
of corporations in any Federal district, 
no matter how remote from the place 


such proceeding after another from 
ocean to ocean. 

In view of recent events the provis- 
ions of this bill naturally suggested the 
possibility of action under it against 
newspapers which might fall into dis- 
favor at Washington. 

Mr. Cummins is easily to be acquitted 
of a purpose to oppress the newspa- 
pers, but he should act’ in accordance 
with his professions. There is nothing 
in his bill that would: relieve them of 
the persecutions. here apprehended. 

If this measure is directed only 
against postal offenses, let it y 680. 
If it is not designed as a weapon to be 
used in anger and caprice by a venge- 
ful President, let it exclfde newspaper 
corporations in precise terms. Better 
still, the bill should be killed outright, 
for no sufficient reason has yet been 
publicly advanced for its énactment.

The number of final incorporators is 
limited to 265.

Operated Engine for Husband. 
“My husband was a stationary engi- 


neer there and once, when he was ill, 
I operated the engines until he got well. 
In St. Louis I have worked as a time- 
keeper in a shirt-waist company and as 
a bookkeeper for several firms. So I 
may be called a working woman myself. 

“T have chosen this subject because I 
believe, if any women should vote, it 
should be those who earn their own 
bread. The men. make the conditions 


under which they work. It is only fair, 


that the women workers should them- 
selves have a voice in making thé rules. 

“St. Louis is the slowest city in the 
country to take up the suffrage move- 
ment. In New York, Baltimore and 
other cities-the propaganda is spread- 
ing rapidly. Tonight’s meeting, so far 
as I know, is the first in St. Louis in 
the interest of equal suffrage. 

Husband a Suffragist. 

“My husband,’ William Clark, heart- 
ily believes in the ballot for women. 
Though we have lived in St. Louis sev- 
eral years, he has voted only once. 
Then he became re at the spec- 
tacle of drunken voters and aliens who 
could scareely speak English, while his 
own mother and wife were forbidden to 
vote, that he has not voted since.” 

Mrs. Clark credits herself with the 
conversion of Joseph W. Folk to the 
suffragette cause. 

“Every time he makes a speech,” she 
says, “I would sit down and write him 
a letter advocating votes for women. I 
suppose I wrote him hundreds of let- 
ters, and they, I believe, caused his in- 
terest in the movement.” 

Mrs. Clark says that Colorado, Wyo- 
ming, Idaho and Utah already have 
woman suffrage and that Oregon, Wash- 
ington and South Dakota will vote on 
the question next November.
